bonds the City Treasurer shall set apart 
at least one thousand dollars of each 
years revenues which shall (XinsHtute a 
Sinking Fund and by him held and 
paid out exclusively on tbe bonds and 
Interi^t as same mature. 8aid hoods 
shall he issued at a regular meeting of 
Uie City Council and such meeting 
siiall be signed by the Mayor and 
countersigned by the City Clerk of said 
city. 

Sec. 2. The City Treasurer of the 
('ity of Kichraoud sliall act as Sinking
